4. The 35 USC § 101 rejections are withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 -7 and 9-1 7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, individually or in combination, does not disclose dividing a database comprising 
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a plurality, each with an associated mean opinion score, into a plurality of distortion sets 
of samples according to a dominant distortion present in each sample and training a 
distortion specific assessment handler for each distortion set as claimed. Also the prior 
art of record, individually or in combination, does not disclose identifying a dominant a 
distortion type, selecting a distortion specific assessment in dependence upon the 
dominant distortion type and generating a quality measure as claimed.
